The A.A.A. arbitration shall be conducted under 
the provisions of the Federal Arbitration Act 
with locale in Dallas, Texas. If an election is not 
made within ten (10) days of an unresolved dis¬ 
pute, Auctioneer may elect either PNG or 
A.A.A. Arbitrator. An award granted in arbitra¬ 
tion is enforceable in any court. By placing a bid, 
a bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of 
Sale, and agrees to be bound. All auction atten¬ 
dees who have previously placed bids by mail, fax, 
or Internet should not bid from the floor unless the 
current bid exceeds their previously placed maxi¬ 
mum bid (to avoid bidding against themselves).
